CHAPTER 588
AN ACT to create subsection 24 of section 670 of the statutes,
relating to special powers of county boards, so as to authorize
counties having a population of two hundred and fifty thou-
sand or more to erect, establish and maintain isolation hos-
pitals.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enac! as follows:

SeEcTION 1. A new subsection is added to section 670 of the
statutes to read: (Section 670) 24. In counties having a pop-
ulation of two hundred and fifty thousand or more to erect, es-
tablish and maintain isolation hospitals or places for the care and
treatment of all persons afflicted with infectious, contagious and
communicable diseases, requiring isolation and quarantine under
the laws of the state, who shall be inmates of the charitable, pe-
nal, correctional and other institutions of said county or who are
required to be cared for and treated at the expense of said coun-
ty; also to provide for the care and treaiment therein of all per-
sons so afflicted, who are required to be cared for by the various
towns, cities, villages in said counties, under such terms, eondi-
tions, rules and regulations, as to apportionment of cost of erec-
tion of such buildings and places and the expensc of care and
treatment of such persons afflicted, as may be agreed upon be-
tween the county board of supervisors and the common couneil
of such cities and the boards of such villages and towns, and
each of such councils and boards are hereby vested with power
and authority to enter into such contracts and to appropriate
such funds as may be necessary to carry into execution all con-
tracts so made.
